The United States government 
struck another 
blow 
against 


the Capone Booze syndicate and 
gangland in general here today 
with the indictment 
of twenty- 


three alleged followers of Al Ca- 
pone, charging them with viola- 
tion of the national prohibition 
law. 


The indictments, returned late 


yesterday, were looked upon as a 
furtherance of the assault of fed- 
eral, state' and city-law' enforcing 
authorities to drive gangsters from 
Chicago. 


Principal figures named hi the 


indictments are Bert Delaney, said 
to be in charge.of Capone beer 
manufacturing; 
Steve 
Svoboda, 


brewmaster; 
Martin 
Accardo, 


brother of Tony Accardo, Capone 
Gangster, and John Mattheis. 


BASED ON RAIDS 


The indictments were based on 


recent raids, two of which were 
on Capone breweries where beer 
valued at $75,000 was seized. They 
are regarded as another step hi 
the purpose of United States Dis- 
trict Attorney George E. Q. John- 
son to smash the Capone trust. 


Martin Accardo and Mattheis 


are accused of trying to force Ca- 
pone alcohol on Richard Seifert, a 
saloonkeeper at Glenview, a sub- 
urb. 


CHICAGO, May 2—Frank Jordan, 
whose confession and subsequent 
indictment set speed records and 
precedents here in connection with 
the shooting of three policeman, 
will go on trial Tuesday for the 
murder of one of the officers.
